_ We have specialized in the growing of Camellias 
for over thirty-five years. During this time our stock 
_has grown from a dozen varieties to over five hun- 
dred. From an entirely local distribution, our ship- 
ments have increased each season until now they are 
going into practically every community of the United 
States where the climate is hospitable to Camellias. 
In propagating, growing and shipping hundreds of 
thousands of Camellias, it is only natural that we 
should have accumulated a great deal of basic infor- 
mation on the subject.

Our Camellias 


Our Camellias are grown under conditions that 
are practically ideal, based upon our own experience 
and climatic conditions. All of our plants are strong, 
vigorous and healthy. Our nursery is regularly in- 
spected by an entomologist of the California State 
Department of Agriculture, and all shipments to 
points within this state, and shipments to other states 
bear an inspection certificate. 


Generally speaking, small plants are usually not 
well furnished with dense foliage. Some varieties, such 
as Kumasaka and Campbell, become very bushy when 
still quite small. Dense growth usually follows as a 
natural consequence when Camellias are planted out 
into the garden. With reasonable care and a generous 
application of good common sense, our Camellias will 
delight the home gardener in those sections of the 
country where Camellias are successfully grown. 





Culbural Hin ts 
Exposures 


Contrary to a general concep- 
tion, Camellias do not thrive 
best in full shade. In such a 
location you get a lovely green 
foliage, but very few flowers. 
Nearly everywhere, they will 
stand morning sun, and in many localities afternoon sun. 
Some varieties will tolerate more sunshine than others. The 
safe rule to follow is to give them as much sun as they can 
stand without burning the foliage. Sunshine produces more 
flowers.

for water. Never plant a Camellia deeper than it was grow- 
ing at the nursery. 


Water Camellias immediately 
after planting, giving them a 
good soaking. Thereafter, keep 
the soil uniformly damp—not 
soggy. Never permit the soil 
to dry out and cake. The 
feeder roats are in the top few 
inches of soil and they cannot 
take up nourishment out of 
dry soil. All plant nourish- 
ment is absorbed in liquid 
form. Water the plants overhead, as they never mildew 
and washing the foliage is very beneficial. 





Gextilizing 

You should use an acid react- 
ing fertilizer, sold by most 
nurseries, and begin applying 
it in the spring just as soon 
as the Camellia is through 
blooming, as new growth is 
about to begin. Loosen the top 
half inch of soil with a hand cultivator as illustrated below, 
apply two handsfull of fertilizer around a small plant, more 
around larger bushes. Water immediately. Using this 
amount of fertilizer, two applications a year is sufficient. 





Camellias are top feeders and Cultivating 
should never be cultivated 





deeply. It is well to keep the 
surface of the soil loose so that 
water will permeate and not 
run off. This is especially de- 
sirable after fertilizing. Use 
a hand cultivator and do not 
cultivate deeper than about 
14 inch—just enough to pre- 
vent a top crust from forming. Weeds should be pulled by 
hand from immediately around the plant. 
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Camellias very often set more A 2 
buds than it is desirable for Dishudding 


a plant to mature. To leave 
all of these buds on a plant 
causes it to exhaust its energy 
maturing a large crop of some- 
times inferior flowers. By 
proper disbudding and ferti- 
lizing, you can appreciably in- 
crease the size of the blooms. 
Leave but two buds to each terminal and be careful not 
to injure the sharply pointed leaf bud in removing the flower 
buds. 





CP lanting Season 


Under favorable conditions 
Camellias can be planted dur- 
ing almost any month of the 
year if bought in containers 
and the root system is not dis- 
turbed in transplanting. Ball- 
ed plants are taken up in the 
nursery during the winter and 
early spring when the plants are dormant, and should be 
set out in the garden at that time. In our nursery we nor- 
mally ball Camellias from the first of November to the mid- 
dle of April—depending upon weather conditions. 





Balls or Containets 


Some Camellia buyers prefer 
to buy plants grown in con- 
tainers and to accommodate 
this trade we grow a certain 
amount of stock in gallon cans. 
By far the lion’s share of our 
stock, however, is grown in 
the ground under lath, and 
must be balled before ship- 
ment. This applies especially 
to the larger sizes. Because of the light friable condition of 
our soil it fuses easily with the soil in the new location to 
which our plants are moved when sold. This adds much to 
the ease with which our plants grow and become established 
in their new homes. We pride ourselves on the vigor of our 
plants. 





Picking 


A Camellia bush can be ruined by improper removal of the 
flowers. Flowers wanted for floating in a shallow bowl 
should be twisted off, and leaves from other parts of the 
plant inserted where required in the arrangement. Those for 
corsages should be cut with shears cr sharp knife, taking 
only two or three leaves with the flowers. Make the cut 
14 inch above a leaf on the new wood which shows a dor- 
mant bud in the leaf axil. 


MN omenalabwre 


The nomenclature of Camellias has been confused for over 
a hundred years. Oft times, the same Camellia can be bought 
in different nurseries under three to six different names. The 
nomenclature varies considerably between the deep South 
and the Pacific Coast. We are exceedingly careful in the 
labeling of our stock and we try to the best of our ability to 
give each plant its correct name. Because of this confusion 
we cannot guarantee that any plants you receive from us 
will be identical to those known to you under a given name 
and bought elsewhere. We do guarantee them to fit the 
descriptions carried in our catalog, and if you purchase all 
of your Camellias from us you should be able to avoid any 
duplications in your collection.
